MILTENBERG, Germany 
(UP)—Otto Strasser, a one-time 
confidante of Adolf Hitler, 
brought his new Nazi party into 
the open Sunday at a founding 
conference marked by brawling, 
bloodshed and rioting. 

Shouting youths fired salvoes 
of tear gas into the conference 
and fought a hand-to-hand bat- 
tle with riot police before order 
was restored. It was a scene in 
the best Nazi tradition in the 
old Bavarian town.

, ticularly at Col. George Grivas, 
the British-trained Greek Cyp 
riot leader of EOKA who once 
put a “price” on the head of Sir 
John Harding, the British mili- 
tary governor of Cyprus. 

He was reported surrounded 
In the 400 square miles of pine 
woods and dense underbrush at 
one point but apparently 
escaped when the forest fire 
raced through the tinder-dry 
woods toward the British army. 

Hospitals throughout the is- 
land were filled with burned 
men as British troops and civil- 
fans fought the flames.
